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Sir—lI have the honor to submit to you the following report on the 
Births, Deaths, and Marriages registered in the colony in the year 1888. 


POPULATION. 


On December 81st, 1888, the estimated population of the province, 
exclusive of the inhabitants of the Northern Territory and of aborigines, 
was 313,065, viz., 159,219 males and 153,845 females. This showed an 
advance of only 644 on the estimated population of the corresponding 
day of 1887—an increase which, according to our records, was less than 
that of any other of the last eight-and-twenty years. The reason of the 
smallness of the increase is to be found in the fact that, during the first 
six months of the year, owing chiefly to the many departures for Silver- 
ton and Broken Hill, the loss to population from the excess of emigration 
oyer immigration considerably more than neutralised the gain from the 
excess of births over deaths. In fact, from January till June, the popu- 
lation continued to diminish rapidly, and it was not till the end of the 
latter month that it steadied itself and then began slowly to advance 
again. The estimated mean population for the year was 310,886— 
(158,059 males and 152,827 females), being more by 2,050 than the esti- 
mated mean population of the previous year. Throughout this report and 
the statistical tables accompanying it, the annual rates of births, deaths and 
marriages to population are invariably calculated on the mean popula- 
tions of the years referred to. It is thought better to adopt and adhere 
to a consistent method of this kind than to base such calculations at one 
time on a mean population and at another on the population at the end 
of a year. 

BIRTHS. 

The births registered in 1888 numbered 10,510, being less by 321 
than those registered in 1887, and being less also than the number 
registered in any other year since 1880. The addition to population 
from excess of births over deaths was satisfactory, viz., 6,751. Though 
this was smaller by 136 than that of 1857, and less than the corresponding 
increase in any of the years 1884-6, it was greater than the increase 
of any year previous to 1884. The birth-rate per 1,000 of the mean 
population was 33°81, against 35:07 in 1887, and was lower than the 
rate of any other of the last fifteen years. The male births were 4,501, 
and the female 5,009. The proportion of male births to 100 female 
births was 109°8. In the previous year the proportion was almost the 
same, being 109-7, which, as stated in the report for that year, was 
‘‘ unusually high,’’ and had “been exceeded only once in the ten pre- 
ceding years.” According to the “ Victorian Year Book’? for 1887-8, 
‘¢in the Australasian colonies, taken as a whole, the proportion during 
the five years ended with 1886 was 105-46.” In the first quarter the 
births registered numbered 2,580; in the second, 2,791; in the third, 
2,723; and in the fourth, 2,416. More births were registered in May 
than in any other month, and fewer in December. As, however, the 
children registered in any month are, for the most part, children that 
have been born in the six weeks previous to the month, it would seem 
as if the six weeks ended April 30th had been, in reference to births, 
the most productive part of the year; and the six weeks ended N ovember 
30th the least productive. Here it may be observed that while, on the 
one hand, it is pot pozsible to discover trom a study of our records any 
short definite part of the year that might be set down as the season most 
productive of births, on the other hand, an examination of the returns of 
twenty years shows that the number of children born between the 
middle of September and the end of January has almost invariably been 
less than the number born in any other period of twenty weeks that 
could be selected. Only in two instances are there any indications of 
apparent deviations from this rule—deyviations so slight, however, as to 
lead to the belief that they were no more than apparent. 


Of the births registered in 1588, 281 were entered as illegitimate ; the 
percentage of illegitimate to the total births registered being 2°7. In the 
previous year the number of illegitimate births was 270, and their per- 
centage to all births registered 2°5. According to the Victorian Year 


Book for 1887-8, the mean percentages of illegitimate to ali births in 
the other Australasian colonies and the United Kingdom, calculated in 
each instance on the returns of several years, were as follows :—New 
South Wales, 4°27; Victoria, 4°17; Tasmania, 4°15; Queensland, 3°69; 
New Zealand, 2°38; England and Wales, 4:9; Scotland, 8-5; Ireland, 
2°4. 

DEATHS. 

The deaths registered in 1888 numbered 3,759, being, it is satisfactory 
to note, not only less by 185 than those registered in 1887, but less also 
than the number registered in any other year since 1879. The deaths 
of males were 2,126, and of females 1,633, the proportion being 130°2 
males to 100 females, which was greater by 20°4 than the percentage of 
male to female births. The death-rate per 1,000 of the mean population 
was 12°09. This was remarkably low, being less, in fact, than the 
death-rate of any other year for at least twenty years. Looking at the 
smallness of the actual number of deaths, and at the singularly low 
death-rate, it may be said that, in regard to the record of its mortality, 
1888 was one of the best years the colony has ever known. The deaths 
of infants under one year of age numbered only 1,008, against 1,204 in 
1887, and were in the proportion of only 96 to 1,000 births registered, 
which compared very favorably with the corresponding rates of the six 
previous years and the rates prevailing in the other colonies. From 
1882 to 1887 the rates in South Australia of the different years were 
respectively, 152, 146, 134, 113, 126, and 111; while, according to the 
latest Victorian Yearbook, the mean proportions of deaths of infants 
under one year to 1,000 births, calculated on the returns of the twenty 
one years ended with 1886, were in the other colonies as follows :— 
Queensland, 132; Victoria, 124; New South Wales, 115; Tasmania, 
105; and New Zealand, 97. For South Australia the Yearbook gives 
the mean rate for the twenty-one years as 144. It is believed, however, 
that some years ago, when a great deal of the classification of deaths 
under the different diseases and ages was done by the outside district 
registrars, the amount of infantile mortality in this colony was in 
regard to children under one year considerably overstated. The 
Registrars were not, it is thought, always careful to remember that 
the age ‘‘one year’ or “twelve months’ appearing in a death re- 
gistration entry really meantover one year; while the one year 
columns in the classification sheets were intended only for the enu- 
meration of the deaths of children under one year. Whenever this 
distinction was forgotten the deaths of some children who had died 
really in their second year were almost certain to be entered in the first 
columns of the classification-sheets as if the children had died in their 
first year. Of the whole deaths of the year, 947 were registered in the 
first quarter, 968 in the second, 916 in the third, and 928 in the fourth. 
An examination of the returns from 1872 to 1888 shows that generally 
the actual mortality of the first or second quarter of a year is the highest, 
and that of the third quarter the lowest. If, however, the deaths are 
counted by half-years, we find that only on three occasions since 1872 
has the actual mortality of the second half of a year exceeded that of the 
first.

It will be seen from this that, comparing the causes of death in the two 
years by classes, there was, in 1888, a decrease in every class except two 
—the local class and the class violence. The increase in the local class 
was chiefly due to a small increase of 14 in diseases of the urinary 
system, and an increase of 56 in diseases of the respiratory system. In 
the latter ‘‘order’’ the deaths from croup were 40, against 28 in 1887 ; 
and the deaths from bronchitis 164, against 118 in 1887. Bronchitis con- 
tinued to claim its victims, more or less, throughout the whole year, but 
proved most fatal during July, August, and September, in which months 
the deaths from this disease were respectively, 18, 32, and 21. The 
increase in the class violence was very small, considering how, in 1888, 
the mortality in this class was added to through the wreck of the ill-fated 
Star of Greece. 

As very full particulars are given in the accompanying tables as to the 
different causes of death specified in them, it is considered necessary to 
refer specially here to only some of those in the zymotic class and a few 
of the other causes. 

Scarlet Fever, Measles.—There were only 3 deaths from scarlet fever, 
against 7 in 1887; and 1 death from measles, against 2 in 1887. The 
deaths from these diseases have been remarkably few since 1884, in 
which year there were no less than 139 deaths from measles, and 29 
from scarlet fever. 

Whooping Cough.—There were only 9 deaths from whooping cough, 
against 30 in 1887. This was the lowest number registered in any year 
since 1875. 

Enteric Fever.—The deaths from enteric fever numbered 108 (70 males 
and 38 females), being less by 35 than the number registered in 1887. 
The death rate from this disease per 1,000 of the mean population was 
“35, against -46 in the previous year. From 1880 to 1886 the rates were 
respectively, °24, °3, 49, -44, -44, -41,°3. Of the total deaths from 
enteric fever only 5 were of children under the age of five years, and 
4 of persons above the age of forty-five. Generally, the returns of 
several years would seem to show that from five to forty-five is the 
period of life during which an attack from this disease is most likely to 
prove fatal. To be certain, however, as to what extent this is true, it 
would be necessary to compare the deaths at each age with the number 
of persons of that age living, which could be done with any degree of 
accuracy only in a census year. Several deaths from enteric fever oc- 
curred in every month of 1888, as happened also in the previous year, 
but it was most destructive in February, March, April and May, during 
which four months the deaths from it amounted to 61. These formed 
also the worst period of four months in 1887. As many of the deaths 
from enteric fever occurred in public hospitals, and were of persons who 
had come from a distance, especially from Broken Hill, and as many 
others were of persons who had returned ill to their homes from Broken 
Hill and other places, no very useful purpose would be served by giving 
a detail of the local distribution of the deaths from this disease, beyond 
the particulars in this respect which are given in the accompanying 
tables. It is, however, very noteworthy that— almost precisely as hap- 
pened in the previous year—only 8 of these deaths occurred in the 
districts south of the Adelaide district. 

Diphtheria.— The deaths from diphtheria numbered 139 (74 males and 
65 females), being more by 80 than the number registered in 1887, and 
the greatest number registered in any year for at least fifteen years. 
The proportion of deaths from this disease per 1000 of the mean popu- 
lation was *45, against 19 in 1887. Diphtheria continued to prove fatal 
throughout the entire year, the highest number of deaths from it in one 
month, 22, occurring in May. Of the deaths from this disease only 10 
were of persons over the age of ten years. Judging from the returns of 
several years, it would seem that, though no age protects a person from 
liability to an attack of this malady, the mortality from it is chiefly among 
children under ten years of age. Twenty-four of the deaths occurred 
in the city of Adelaide, 40 in the corporate towns in the neighborhood of 
Adelaide, and 7 in other corporate towns. As in the case of enteric 
fever, it is noticeable how few of the deaths from diphtheria—only 6— 
occurred in the districts south of Adelaide district. 


Phthisis—The deaths from phthisis in 1888 were 365 (208 males and 
157 females), being 12 in excess of those registered in the previous year, 
and being the highest number recorded in any year for at least fifteen 
years. Compared with the total deaths from all causes, the mortality 
from phthisis was 9-71 per cent., while the death-rate per 1,000 of the 
mean population was 1°17, against 1:14 in the previous year. Deaths 
from this disease were numerous in every month of the year, but the 
greatest number in any three months occurred during the months of 
May, June, and July, viz., 111. 

Cancer.—In 1888 the registered deaths from cancer numbered 116 (49 
males and 67 females), being 6 above the number of the previous year, 
and being also the highest number of such deaths recorded in any year 
for at least fifteen years. The death-rate from this disease per 1,000 of the 
mean population was °37, as against °36 in the previous year. All the 
deaths, with one exception, were those of persons over thirty years old, 
and it may be worth noting here that out of 944 deaths from cancer re- 
corded in the decennial period, 1879-88, only 44 (or 4:7 per cent.) were 
deaths of persons under thirty years. In the ten years the deaths of 
males from cancer were 48C, and of females 464, the excess of male 
over female deaths being, apparently, nearly proportional to the excess 
of males in the population. 


ADELAIDE AND SUBURBS. 


By Adelaide and suburbs is meant an area cousisting of the registration 
districts of Adelaide, Norwood, Hindmarsh, and Port Adelaide. Though 
in some directions this area extends only eight miles from the city, and 
in others as far as twelve, its boundary lies on the average about ten 
miles from a point midway between North and South Adelaide. This 
area is somewhat larger (though not very much so) than that referred to 
in previous reports as “ Adelaide and suburbs.’’ By deciding to regard 
the four above-named districts as forming ‘‘ Adelaide and suburbs,” we 
haye obtained, for statistical purposes, a metropolitan district with 
properly defined boundaries, and consisting of an area, the population of 
which can be estimated more easily and satisfactorily than that of the 
former undefined area, and the exact number of births or deaths registered 
as having occurred in which, can always be accurately ascertained. In 
this way much of the difficulty and uncertainty that heretofore attended 
the compilation of statistics for ‘‘ Adelaide and suburbs,” has, it is 
hoped, been got rid of. 

Within the area of Adelaide and suburbs there are, in addition to the 
city of Adelaide, nine corporate towns and many other towns and villages. 

The estimated population of Adelaide and suburbs on December 31st, 
1888, was 119,465. The estimated mean population for the year was 
118,633. The births registered during the year numbered 4,371 (2,282 
males and 2,089 females), and the deaths 1,994 (1,138 males and 856 
females). The birth-rate per 1,000 of the mean population was 36°84, 
which was higher by 3-03 than the birth-rate of the colony as a whole, 
and higher by 9°15 than that of the city of Adelaide taken by itself. 
For comparison it may be stated here that, in 1887, the birth-rates of the 
capital cities and suburbs of the other colonies were, per 1,000 of mean 
population, respectively as follows :—Brisbane, 43°61; Sydney, 39:37; 
Wellington, 38°23; Melbourne, 37°24 ; and Hobart, 33°82. The death- 
rate for the year was 16°81 per 1,000 of mean population, being higher 
by 4:72 than the death-rate of the colony as a whole, and lower by 2°23 
than that of the city by itself—that is, the city death-rate including all 
deaths in public institutions. In 1887 the death-rate of the somewhat 
smaller area then forming Adelaide and suburbs was 16°46. Asin the case 
of the births, for the purpose of comparison, the death-rates of the chief 
cities and suburbs of the other colonies are here given. They were in 
1887, per 1,000 of mean population, respectively as follows :—Hobart, 
25°73; Melbourne, 21:25; Brisbane, 18°91; Sydney, 16°31; and 
Wellington, 15°55. 

City of Adelaide.—As in the accompanying tables 11, 12, 13, and 14, 
very full statistics are given respecting the city and its wards, it is only 
necessary to add here that the estimated population of the city on Decem- 
ber 31st, 1888, was 43,750, against 43,527 on December 31st, 1887. 


CORPORATE TOWNS. 


In table 11., accompanying this report, will be found the usual statistics 
with respect to the births, deaths, and populations of twenty-three cor- 
porate towns, including the city of Adelaide. It is, however, only right 
to explain that, except in regard to Adelaide, no very great reliance can 
be placed in the figures given in this table. The reason of this will be 
understood from the following explanations :— 

First.—It is very often impossible to tell from the inspection of a 
registration entry whether the birth or death recorded in it occurred 
within the boundaries of a certain municipal town or not. For example, 
“Jamestown” appearing in a birth-entry as the place of birth, might 


mean only that the child had been born near Jamestown, but not within 
the municipal boundaries; or “ Magill-road’’ appearing in a similar 
entry, might mean that the birth had taken place in the corporate town 
of St. Peters, or the corporate town of Norwood, or further out in no 
town at all; or again, ‘ Moonta’’ appearing in a death-entry as the 
place of death, might mean that the deceased person had died in the 
corporate town of Moonta, or at East Moonta, or at some other place 
with a yariation of the name Moonta. From these illustrations, 


which might be added to indefinitely, it will be seen how impossible it ' 


has been to find out from our records, with any degree of certainty, the 


approximate number of births and of deaths that had occurred in each of | 


the corporate towns named in the table. In the early part of the present 
year (1889) such instructions in respect to this matter were given to the 
district registrars as will, if attended to, have the effect of doing away 
with this difficulty and uncertainty with regard to locality. It is hoped, 


in consequence, that the figures appearing in any similar table that may | 


accompany the next annual report, will, as far as the births and deaths 
are concerned, be a great deal more reliable than those given in the 
present table. 


Second. —So long a time has elapsed since the census, and so much | 


alteration has taken place since then in the local distribution of the 
people, that the estimates of local populations made by the officers of 
this department must necessarily be more or less problematical. This 
difficulty is beyond the power of this department to remedy, but if they 
are anxious to obtain correct local statistics the different municipal 
authorities themselves should remedy it by the simple plan of counting 
their people every one or two years. This would not be a very expen- 
sive or difficult thing to do. For instance, in a town like Strathalbyn 
an active man could easily count all the pecple in a day. 


' 
Such, however, are the explanations why no great value should be 


attached to the information given in tablell. The table is given simply 
for what it is worth, because similar tables have accompanied previous 
annual reports, and it has been prepared with, perhaps, as much approach 
to accuracy as was possible, considering the difficulties that had to be 
contended with. 


MARRIAGES. 


The marriages celebrated in 1888 numbered 2,084, being 107 more 
than the number of the previous year and 108 more than those cele- 


brated in 1886, but being less than the number celebrated in any of the ! 


eight years preceding 1886. 
The marriage rate for the year (that is, the rate of marriages, not of 
persons married) was 6°70 per 1,000 of the mean population, which was 


a small advance on the rates of the two previous years, but less than the | 


rate of any of the fifteen years preceding 1886. The advance in the 
number of marriages and the marriage rate, though slight in both cases, 
was satisfactory, as giving indications of a recovery from the great fall- 
ing off in marriages that commenced suddenly in the beginning of 1886 
and continued throughout that and the following year. The marriages 
in the first quarter were 485; in the second, 566; in the third, 484; and 
in the fourth, 549. Table 18, accompanying this report, gives detailed 
information as to the ages of the persons married, and shows how many 
of them were bachelors or widowers, spinsters or widows, and how many 
were unable to write their names.

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CONCLUSION. 


In concluding this report it may be said that, regarded as a whole, the 
year 1888 was singularly unfavorable with respect to births and popula- 
tion, rather favorable in reference to marriages, but, as already stated, 
one of the best years South Australia has ever known in regard to the 
| record of deaths.
